A—Dry sk in is u su ally mo re 
o f a p ro blem in win ter than in 
su mmer, esp ecially in p erso n s 
who fail to hu midify the in do o r 
air in co ld weather. Yo u sho u ld 
bathe in lu k ewarm (n o t ho t 
water an d u se v ery little so ap . 
Bathin g twice a week rather 
than daily will help an d, in stead 
o f ru bbin g y o u rself dry , u se 
y o u r to wel to p at o r fan y o u rself 
dry . A v ery thin co at o f co ld 
cream befo re retirin g will help 
to p rev en t dry n ess. Vitamin s A 
an d B. are essen tial fo r a 
healthy sk in bu t it is do u btfu l 
that y o u r dry sk in is cau sed 
by a deficien cy o f these v ita­ 
min s. 
Q—I am a man , 21. I can ’t 
get a clo se shav e. I’v e tried 
differen t k in ds o f blades an d an 
electric shav er. When I shav e, 
my sk in gets red an d flak y an d 
hu rts. What do y o u su ggest? 
A—Yo u may hav e sebo rrheic 
dermatitis. Sin ce an electric 
shav er will n o t irritate y o u r 
sk in , u se it two o r three times 
a day if n ecessary . Ap p ly meth-

cream to the redden ed areas 
o n ce o r twice a day an d u se 
a dan dru ff-remo v in g shamp o o 
two o r three times a week . 
Q—Wo u ld a cream that co n ­ 
tain s ammo n iated mercu ry an d 
n atu ral estro gen be harmfu l to 
my sk in ? 
A—No . Ammo n iated mercu ry is 
a mild an tisep tic. The ho rmo n e 
cream will n et remo v e wrin k les 
an d it is n o t lik ely that en o u gh 
will be abso rbed to cau se an y 
reju v en atin g effects, bu t it is 
harmless. 
Q—Ho w can I tighten the 
lo o se saggin g sk in o n my arms, 
legs an d thighs after lo sin g 23 
p o u n ds? 
A—It so u n ds as if y o u lo st 
weight to o fast. There are n o 
dru gs o r ex ercises that will 
tighten y o u r sk in . If it do esn ’t 
shrin k in a mo n th o r so an d 
if it’s that imp o rtan t to y o u , 
y o u r best bet is to co n su lt a 
p lastic su rgeo n . 
Q—I am a Negro wo man , 22. 
I hav e sev eral bu m an d scratch 
mark s o n my face an d legs.

In an interv iew in U.S. News & World 
Rep ort. Los Angeles p sychjatrist William 
G lasser calls the alarm ing rise in you th­ 
fu l delinqu ency, v iolence and dru g u se 
not a m oral crisis bu t a failu re crisis. 


‘T hese you ng p eop le we are hearing 
so mu ch abou t—the ones who ru n away, 
shoot heroin, engage in v iolence and sex­ 
u al p rom iscu ity are failing in im p ortant 
areas of their liv es.” says Glasser. 


One of those im p ortant areas is class­ 
room achiev em ent, he says, and one of 
the reasons for failu re here is that so 
mu ch of ou r edu cational system is a p roc­ 
ess of rote learning of facts which hav e 
no relev ance, or are giv en no relev ance, 
to a child’s own exp erience and interests 
and needs. 


Bright k ids, or those with solid back ­ 
grou nds at home, can su rv iv e this p roc­ 
ess. They can memorize the thou sands 
of things that hav e to be memorized, ev en 
thou gh they think it is ridicu lou s. 


Bu t for ov er 50 p er cent of children, 
who hav e trou ble memorizing facts and 
sp ou ting them ou t again at the teacher’s 
requ est, school is failu re. If they are not 
lu ck y enou gh to hav e a strong feeling 
of intrinsic self-worth gained at home, 
they are going to giv e u p —often as early 
as grade school. 


For once, an exp ert is not calling for 
more money for edu cation. The “ schools 
withou t failu re” of which G lasser sp eak s 
wou ld actu ally sav e mu ch of the money 
we now sp end on failu res. 


He cites a school for delinqu ent girls 
in Ventu ra. Calif., which has op erational 
rosts of $7.000 a year for each girl. By 
contrast, 
a good p u blic school system 


may sp end only $1.000 a year p er child 
and a p oor system as little as $400. 
In what may strik e many as heresy, 
G lasser 
wou ld 
abolish 
memorization 
task s entirely for all im p ortant exam ina­ 
tions. 
“To say that a child u nderstands the 
American Constitu tion becau se he has 
memorized the Pream ble and a few other 
p arts is silly,” he says, “ u nless he also 
k nows what the Constitu tion m eans.” 
There is mu ch to be said for memo­ 
rization, of cou rse. The more basic facts 
and k nowledge tools, su ch as the m u lti­ 
p lication table or the sp elling of common­ 
ly u sed words, which a stu dent has at 
his “ mem ory-tip s,” the easier it is for 
him to p rogress into really solid learning. 
At an edu cational exhibition in Los 
Angeles recently, a grou p of high school 
stu dents held a mock fu neral for “ Old 
Man Edu cation.” On their p lacards, “ lec­ 
tern” was sp elled “ lectu rn,” “ sep arate” 
was sp elled “ sep erate” and “ou tdated” 
was written as “ou t-dated." High school 
stu dents shou ld k now how to sp ell these 
words. 
Yet this is what dictionaries are for, 
and no stu dent shou ld be p enalized be­ 
cau se he can't sp ell lik e a whiz or rattle 
off the answer to “ 9 x ft.” The im p ortant 
thing is to k now how to u se a dictionary 
or methematicaJ table or slide ru le in the 
solv ing of p roblems. 
We hav e a long way to go. howev er, 
before “ Old Man Edu cation” is finally 
bu ried and “ schools withou t failu re” be­ 
come a reality. 
Desp ite all ou r adv ances in moderni­ 
zing edu cation, a lot of it is still a m atter 
if teaching k ids to “dance to the tu ne of 
a hick orv stick .” 
Social Security Gripes 


The mail is still coming m from read­ 
ers who hav e had a bad tim e with the So­ 
cial Secu rity Administration. It is ironic 
that the Dem ocrats, who claim to hav e 
a monop oly on concern for the p eop le, 
are the least interested — and that the 
hard-hearted Rep u blicans are the ones 
help ing me in this work . 
As it adds u p , I find it hard to u nder­ 
stand why the long-su ffering senior citi­ 
zens hav e not m arched on Washington to 
dem and their rights. Hav ing contribu ted 
tor years to the Social Secfu rity fu nd, 
they are learning — as their letters tell 
me — that they are entitled to alm ost 
nothing. The gov ernment, which took 
their money when they were earning it, 
treats them badly, ignores them or re­ 
fu ses to p ay u p . 
One letter, and there are many lik e 
tt in my files, rep orts that the w riter had 
ap p lied for Social Secu rity ov er a year 
ago. He’s still waiting for an answer. 
Other letters tell me of p eop le in dire 
need being cu t off from Social Secu rity. 
Some of them are too sick to stand 
arou nd for hou rs at the local office, so 
they giv e u p . 
I hav e an entire folder of corresp on­ 
dence between those who need help and 
adv ice, and their Congressmen. The tone 
of these legislativ e letters is p olite, bu t 
they sp ell “ru n-arou nd” in u nmistak able 
term s. One of the most common com­ 
p laints is of the misinformation which the 
local offices giv e to ap p licants. By the 
time the aggriev ed p arty finds ou t the 
facts, he is no longer eligible. 


Another letter 
tells me of a man who 
cannot collect for the medication which 
k eep s him aliv e, ev en thou gh it is p re­ 
scribed by a doctor. The Social Secu rity 
office insists that a doctor mu st adm in­ 
ister it and since m y corresp ondent can­ 
not p ay for daily v isits to his p hysician, 
he is cu t off. 


Letter after letter tells of cases in 
which the Social Secu rity recip ient is 
alone, with no sav ings. He cannot p os­ 
sibly liv e on the few dollars he gets from 
Social Secu rity, bu t hav ing gotten a job 
which p ays more than $1.680 a year, he 
is p enalized for months, w ith no fu nds on 
which to liv e. Bu t the p rosp erou s who 
were able to sav e enou gh money to su p ­ 
p ort them in their old age. and the more 
than p rosp erou s, collect their fu ll Social 
Secu rity p aym ents ev ery month. 


If “big bu siness” handled its p ension 
fu nds the way Social Secu rity does, there 
wou ld be a storm of p rotest and dem ands 
for legislation to rectify the situ ation. 
With Social Secu rity, you arc “ fighting 
city hall" and the ap athy of Congress. 


The solu tion, of cou rse, is to p u t Social 
Secu rity on a sou nd actu arial basis and 
to mak e benefits dep end on what you con­ 
tribu ted. If Social Secu rity fu nds were 
handled the way an insu rance comp any 
handles its income, there wou ld be mon­ 
ey in p lenty withou t raising p aym ents. 
That, of cou rse, is the easy way — and 
since wrhen cou ld a bu reau cracy be that 
logical0

After that time if no informa­ 
tion has been supplied, the at­ 
torney general’s office would 
consider seeking an injunction 
to force the registration of the 
United Front as a charity , he 
said. 
The purpose of registration, 
Kappel said, is to insure that 
organizations are not “frauding 
the public’* by spending their 
solicited contributions on pur­ 
poses not legally designated as 
charitable. 
If an organization is portray ­ 
ing Itself as a charity , it can 
be forced to register with the 
state. Once it does and if it is 
found funds are not being used 
for charitable purposes, further 
legal action can be taken. 
The United Front has play ed 
a 
controv ersial role in the 
racial problems of Cairo.

Mentally Handicapped 
Are Sho wn Mo re Care 


(Editor’s Note: This guest 
column was written by Zeiodi- 
us Ashford, Special Education 
Teacher at Dixon High School, 
a y ear ago and is reprinted 
here in observance of Mental 
Health Month and Exceptional 
Children’s Week.) 


Students Attend

In the past 10 y ears concern 
for the mentally handicapped 
has increased considerably . 


This is evidenced by the ex­ 
pansion of activity in research 
on prevention of retardation and 
in advances made in the care 
for and the rehabilitation of 
handicapped persons. 


The number of special classes 
in elementary schools and spe­ 
cial programs for adolescents 
and 
y oung 
adults 
have 
in­ 
creased many times. 


Of even more recent origin 
is the movement to provide 
training and placement services 
that will enable the handicapped 
to adjust successfully in the 
community 
and 
to 
become 
economically independent. 


Placement 
Public schools are moving in 
the direction of vocational train­ 
ing and placement for the re­ 
tarded adolescent. 
Agencies for vocational reha­ 
bilitation are becoming increas­ 
ingly activ e in the training of 
the retarded adult. 
A growing number of commu­ 
nities have organized advisory 
councils composed of business 
people and members of service 
organizations who participate in 
programs for the retarded. 
There are many reasons for 
this upsurge of Interest in the 
mentally handicapped and in 
the y oung adult handicapped, 
particularly : compulsory legis­ 
lation, federal support, the or­ 
ganization of parent and profes­ 
sional groups, and the cumula­ 
tive effects of continuous re­ 
search. 
Underly ing 
these 
activities 
are, first, the growing belief 
that every one is entitled to self- 
determination and the opportu­ 
nity to use his abilities — what­ 
ev er they may be — in a pro­ 
ductive way . 
Second, in consideration of the 
cost of dependency as compared 
with productive self-sufficiency , 
there is a recognition of the 
practical sense of making maxi­ 
mum use of all human re­ 
sources in support of the nation­ 
al economy . 
Help for the mentally handi­ 
capped persons in gaining em­ 
ploy ment is one of the most 
important serv ices that can be 
rendered to the nation and to 
those who are so handicapped. 
Employ ment has both social 
and economic benefits and few 
aspects of life in our society 
are more important to the indi­ 
vidual. 
The mentally retarded have 
a hard time finding and holding 


jobs — even ordinary jobs — 
for many reasons. 
The skill demands of most 
jobs are bey ond their ability . 
The nonskill req uirements of 
many task s are difficult for 
them to meet because of their 
mental req uirements and con­ 
sistent application of effort, the 
need to accommodate to the de­ 
mand of others, to trav el to a 
work place arriving at a par­ 
ticular time, and so on. 
Employ ers generally do not 
know how’ to use the limited 
skill of the retarded person nor 
how to supervise him in such 
a way as to bring out his full 
potential. 
No Sy mpathy 
Many employ ers and fellow 
workers are not sy mpathetic to 
the needs of the mentally re­ 
tarded nor capable of meeting 
them, and this can be disas- 
tours. 
Some employ ers, furthermore, 
do not believe they can afford, 
economically , to be concerned 
with the retarded. 
In 
our 
complex 
industrial 
economy 
where 
technological 
progress and automation are 
eliminating more than one mil­ 
lion unskilled jobs a y ear, the 
problem of employ ment for the 
retarded is accentuated. 
Automation 
is 
tending 
to 
throw the mentally handicapped 
into competition with more ca­ 
pable persons who are displaced 
from ordinary jobs.

The Illinois House Monday ap­ 
proved 99 to 38 and sent to the 
Senate a pack age of bills aimed 
at 
repealing 
laws 
req uiring 
state institutions to burn Illinois 
coal. 
Chicago sponsors of the bills 
said the 40-y ear-old laws amount 
to “subsidizing pollution.” spon­ 
sor J.J. Wolf, R-Chicago, said 
the old law, passed originally to 
support the Illinois coal indus­ 
try , is inconsistent with many 
local anti-pollution laws. 
Illinois coal, the bills’ support­ 
ers said, has an av erage sulfur 
content of 3.3 per cent; the prac­ 
tical range of sulfur content of 
state coal is between 2.1 and 4.4 
per cent. Pollution authorities 
say coal with more than 1.5 per 
cent sulfur content will pollute. 
The bills brought a sharp sepa­ 
ration in the House between 
many downstate r e p r e s e n a - 
tives, who live where the coal 
is mined, and the urban legis- 


lators, who live where the pol­ 
lution is a problem. 
Rep. Cly de Choate, D-Anna, 
who led the opposition, asked 
“what guarantee do y ou have 
that they won’t buy the same 
kind of coal from other states.” 
Choate, the minority whip, 
said: “If under the guise of pol­ 
lution control y ou pass this bill, 
y ou will put people (miners) on 
public aid who want to work .” 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) — A 
plan to construct a new coal- 
fired power plant at the Anna 
State Hospital has been termed 
“remark ably poor judgment” by 
the Ulinois Better Government 
Association.
